Than Southeriy One— Keep Lead 
Well Cultivated. 

RaapberrieB do well on any rich 
soil, but the Buck^riuK rluHBpg. which 
Include cbiufly tbs red varieties, pro- 
duce rather batter Id lees heavy loam, 
while the blitrk-cap vartetlps do beat 
in a sandy loam. A northern slope la 
generally )>etter than a southerly one, 

as it la leaa MaMe to tojoy tnm 

drought. 

All varieties need high cultivation. 
Have the land well manured and thor 
ousbly plowed and brought into the 
best condition possible. The best fer- 
tilizer Is well rotted manure. S< t m 
rows seven feet apart and at tbreo^ 
foot interval* in the rows, put two 
plants at a place. The distance be- 
tween the rows may be lessened to 
four feet If more space is not avail- 
able Set In tho ground about the 
depth In the soU aa the planU natu- 
rally grew. Una taa aoU weO araand 
the routs. 

Not more than two nhuMtx hhould l>i- 
allowed tu grow from lurge rout 
each year, and these should be pruned 
off when IS inches high to encour 
age the growth of lateral branrhen, 
because the raspberries fruit more 
heavily on the laterals ihuii on the 
mala cane. Keep the soit well culti 
vated.

The remedy for tMs Is tile drainage, 
and tho drain should not be located 
In tho seopy place, but abovo it, so as 
to Intercept the water ttrit rLikf^s hi 
seep. .lust on the same principle that 
In draining a slough with nvuiy 
u.i ! prongs, the work Is Uone 
best by tiling around the prongs and 
Into the tlouKh below at the lowest of 
them, inatead of in the middle cf It.

To Exterminate Sparrow. 

The League of American Sports- 
men, whose object ia the preservation 
of birds and wiM animala, ia prepar- 
ing to issue a proclamatton declaring 
war on the English sparrow and set- 
ting aside a week for waging it, 
possibly ia Mfrfl or May of next year. 
The Govemora of every state will be 
asked to aid in the work. Ir.atruc- 
tions as to the plan of the campaign 
will be sent to the mayors of all cit- 
ies, heada of achool eyatema, college 
presidents, prindpnlaof preparatory 
schools and to heads of the Boy Scouts 
in each state.
